BELGIAN COLORS WHERE 
LIES GREAT AMERICAN,

NEW YORK, Oct. 26 —King Al- 
bert of Belgium placed a wreath to- 
day upon the grave of Roosevelt. 
There were few to see the simple 
ceremony, for the skies were lead- 
en, and His Majesty passed through 
Long Island almost unrecognized. 

The King and the little part that 
accompanied him were met at the 
gates of Young’s Memorial Cemetery 
in Oyster Bay by Lieut.-Col. Theo- 
dore -Roosevelt, who escorted the 
Relgian monarch to the plot where 
lies the former President. Albert 
strode up the slope, carrying on his 
right arm a huge wreath in the col- 
ors of his country—yellow chrysan- 
themums and dark red asters, tied 
with a black ribbon. 

The King and the eldest son of the 
great American went alone inside 
the iron gate which bars the way 
against intruders. The monarch 
stopped and laid the flowers rever- 
ently upon the grave. Then he stood 
cap in hand,

ISEES BRIGHTER 
DAY FOR JEWS. 


Warburg Happy Over Relief 


of War Victims. 


Planning Another Drive for 
$20,000,000.° 


To Assist Individuals Get on 
3 Their Feet. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 
PARIS, Oct. 26.—Felix Warburg, 
the New York banker, who has been 
j inspecting the work of the joint dis- 
tributing committee for Jewish re- 
lief, is returning to America opti- 
mistic over the prospects for Jewish 


relief. The $30,000,000 given since 
the war by America for the relief 


has been well spent, he says, and 
served the purpose of keeping body 
and soul together for millions of un- 
fortunates who otherwise would have 
perished. 


RELIEF STILL NEEDED 


“The need of urgent relief—tood, 
clothing and shelter—still exists,” 
he said, “but as Europe settles down 
the need for money for that pur- 
pose will pass. It is passing even 
now. We are hoping to get $20,000,- 
000 in an American drive and to use 
perhaps half of this for work of im- 
mediate relief. 

“The other half will be used as 
Capital for a bank. What the Jews 
and everybody else in Eastern Eu- 
rope need is tools and raw materials 
to get back to work. There is food 
in the country, but the farmers 
won't give it up except in return 
for manufactured goods. We pro- 
pose lending the money to indi- 
viduals to enable them té buy what 
may need to earn their own liv- 
ng. 

“And we will make our $10,000,- 
000 go a long way. We have nego- 
tiated with local bankers through- 
out the stricken districts, saying, 
"We will give you a certain amount 
of money if you will. advance an 
equal amount as a loan to re-estab- 
lish the people in their accustomed 
‘trades.’ 

“We want to encourage the Jews 
in trade and in farming so far as 
possible and discourage mere mer- 
chandising. We feel that in this 
way we can do much to eliminate 
race prejudice. This plan of lend- 
ing money at small interest may go 
a long way toward this. 

PROFIT IN LOANS. 


“IT see no reason to believe that 
profit cannot be shown on the great 
m loans we intend to make. Nat- 
urally, we are interested primarily 
in the Jews, but so far as practic- 
able we hope to do business—that 
is, with the non-Jew as well.” 

Mr. Warburg, before sailing for 
America, attended a meeting held 
under the auspices of the Jewish 
delegations to the Peace Conference 
-——the organization which repre- 
sented the cage for Jewish rights to 
the Peace Conference. The purpose 


| of the meeting was to organize world 


relief conferences for Jewish war 
sufferers. 

“I didn't pledge the American 
Jews to enter,” said Mr. Warburg, 
“but indicated that I would lay the 
matter before them. Leo Motzkin, 
secretary of the committee, and 
who wads presiding, said the Amer- 
jean work of relief was unprece- 
dented in Jewish history. The effort 
now must be made to induce the 
Jews of Western Europe to contrib- 
ute in like measure. It was an- 
nounced that a meeting wowld be 
held in January.” 

VIENNA, Oct. 26.—The Jews in 
the Ukraine and Rumania are much 
in need of help, according to reports 
reaching here. They suffer not only 
the privations of all classes of civil- 
ians,- but the added prejudice against 
their race. 

Immediately after the fall of Bela 
Kun at Budapest the correspondent 
personally saw many Jews badly bat- 
tered and there were evidences that 
severely beaten, as 
the feeling against the Jews mani- 
fested itself for a period of several 
days in attacks on Jews all over the

And it 
must be remembered that under the Bis- 
marckian code his honor would not. be 
stained by so doing. He could even intrigue 
with Hearst and his newspapers. 

But Count vog Bernstorff, according to the 
German code, ts bound in honor to speak the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth 
when testifying before a committee repre- 
senting his own government. To deceive 
the state for persona] advantage would be 
wholly dishonorable. He cannot in bonor 
shield the former Kaiser, if he deceives the 
present government in doing so: and it is 
highly possible that. in some measure, Von 
Bernstorff is now telling the truth. 

The invéstigation is one of grave import. 
Germany has agreed tn the peace treaty to 
turn over to the Allies for trial certain per- 
sons (to be named by the Allied govern- 
ments) suspected of plunging Europe into 
a world war or suspected of responsibility 
for the inhuman methods by which the Ger- 
mans sought te establish their supremacy 
over neighboring peoples. The present gov- 
ernment has adopted the policy of making 
its own investigation first. It purososes to 
show the world who are guilty and who 
among the accused are, in the German opin- 
ion, innocent. — 

Von Berustorff'a testimony indicates 
there will be no attempt by the Kaiser's 
diplomatic associates to conceal the part he 
took in precipitating and prolonging the 
war, It is plain that the cfvilians are less 
inclined to exonefate him than bis zenerals. 
The purpose of the German investigators is 
plain. These whom the Allies convict after 
they have been cleared by their own govern- 
ment will be regarded in Germany in the 
light of martyrs; the Allies will be accused 
of their murder, and the seed will thus 
be planted for the new war of “deliver- 
ance,” for which the partisans of the old 
regime in Germany are already preparing 
soil, 

Tt ts just posaible. ‘tuo, that Von Bern- 
storff has his own safety in view in the 
testimony he is giving. It is not beyond 
the range of possibility that he, too, wil) 
be called upon to defend himself before an 
AlHed tribunal on charges of pafticipating 
in the erimes committed by German emis- 
saries in this country. For him to have 
fenied what could be clearly proved might 
have made hig position still more precari.

Statistics also show that this slarming 
state of affairs is chiefly due te legal action 
taken by wives. The number of husbands 
who seek relief through the courts has re- 
mained almost stationary. One reason for 
this is the more indulgent ear leant to the 
pleas of women by sympathetic masculine 
judges. But by far the greatest cause is 
the lure held oyt to dissatisfied wives in the 
shape of alimony, 

In the twenty years precedihg 1906 ali- 
mony was only granted tn 9.2 per cent. of 
divorce cases. By 1916 thie rate had risen 
| to 15.4 per cent., while today the majority 

of the cabes filed by women include as a 
sine qua non the alimony provision. So 
that divorce is becoming an increasingly 
profitable venture for women and an in- 
creasingly expensive experience for men 
Not long ago in Reno a woman was grant-

Alimony, of course, where wives have 
been cruelly abused or heartlessly desert- 
ed, is but a poor compensation for the 
wreckage of their lives by the man they

relief, and when they do it is always for 
their children’s sake, never for their own. 
The grand army of dilettante alimony- 
seekers is composed of a very different ele 
ment from these martyrs of man's perfidy, 
whose immature judgment mistook tran- 
sient passion for permanent love. ‘The pro- 
fessional ajimony-seexer is neither imma-

A.: Pumice is an igneous rock, 
and supposed to come from the in- 
terior of the core rock in the earth, 
Furthermore, pumice is a light- 
Weight, porous, and ashy substance. 
as it were, and is a variety of lava. 
Pumice vally occure around an- 
cient or ‘modern volcanoes, and 
very often associated with glassy lava 
(obsidian or volcanic glass.) Pum- 
ice swims on water; it is 5 in the 
scale of hardness, and of ap. weigh* 
2.2 to 2.4. It contains over 75 per 
cent. silica; more than 17 per cent. 
alumina; low per cent. iron oxide, 
and approximately 3 per cent. water. 
This refers to a good grade of pum- 
ice, and not to the altered, impure 
substances often coming to this de- 
partment of The Times.

GREAT KID STORY

For a long time gow, mothers, 
women’s cluLs and others have been 
asking for “human, bright, enter- 
taining. but clean pictures.” They 
got “The Miracle Man,” and it was 
a huge success, its 
without doubt being the result of its 
spiritual theme, yet the human in- 
terest side of “The Miracle Man” 
was founded on the doings of a 
bunch of crooks, and its heroine 
was a girl of the streets. ‘The Girl 
from the Outside,’” now running at 
the Kinema, is another picture with 
a beautiful theme, viz.: the reform 
of a bunch of crooks through ap- 
peal to their gallantry made by the 
innecence and helplessness of the 
lonely little orphaned heroine.

Now comes that Mark Twain of 
the screen, Judge Willis Brown, 
with a picture which is sponsored, 
even ownéd, by the women's clubs 
of the country. It is entitled “Sur- 
prising Carlotta,” and is on view at, 
the Alhambra, and it fulfills all the 
exactions of those who have been 
calling for “human. bright, enter- 
tgining, but clean pictures.” It is 
indeed, a classic of chilhood, with 
an understanding of and- sympathy 
with boy nature which is 


canny. It is humorous, hu 
sympathetic; ‘comparawle indoe 
only to, and almost as unctuously 


funny as “Huckleberry Finn” and 
“Penrod,” containing also a high- 
ly appealing little love story be- 


tween the young lady heroine and 
the handsome hero, though this lat- 
ter is subversive to the story of 
childhood. 

There is no-preaching in it, and 
no “moral,”’ except, possiLly, a sly 
poking of fun at the pompous stu- 
pidity of older people in dealing 
with childhood. 

Ah, but if you must have crooks, 
here is your gang of boys, who have 
been stealing fruit and other good- 
ies, and who, when reprimanded 
and threatened with that logic of 
generosity known to boyhood, di- 
vert their stellen goods to excellent 
use, by bestowing them on the hun- 
ery little ones\of the slums. Mere 
high adventure, that “gloming”’ of 


to these youngsters of the streets. 
But again virtue is triumphant. For 
the handsome hero wisely and in- 
geniously turns all that youthful 
energy into channels by which the 
boys shall earn money for them- 
selves and eshall aid the helpless. 
Ruth Hampton, the lovely young 
heroine, is the bright particular 
star of the production, and reveals 
that subtle something known as 
personality, beside a wealth of dra- 
matic expressiveness in Loth facial 
expression and in acting, which 
are bound to put her name in elec- 
trics. The kid actors areal] deé- 
lightful, and there is a colored maid 
who is joy to all beholders. Also 
a young Italian boy whom I've 
never seen before, but who with a 
little coaching would make one of 
the most attractive juveniles on the 
screen. Park Jones is pleasing as 
the handsome hero; and the whole 
action of the play is Pleasing and 
natural, 

“Surprising Carlotta” is a kid pic- 
ture, but a kid picture in thé same 
sense ag “Sentimental . Tommy”’— 
with childhood, not ag seen by it- 
self, but as viewed through the 
laughter and tears of a decade. 


LA BELLE RUSSE IS 
ULTRA UP-TO-DATE. 


My goodness, I thought I knew 
all about “La Belle Russe!’ It was 
all abont a lady with a past who 
didn’t want her husband to find out 
about her purple years. We never 
thought, in those old days, of any 
such things as “double roles,” or 
of having a lady escape responsi- 
bility for her past by there being, 
so to speak, two of her. It remains 
for the ingenuity of pictures to do 
that. 

“La Belle Russe” is the picture 
in which Theda Bara is appearing 
at the Symphony this week, and de- 
spite the obvious effort to brush up 
the really fine old play by injecting 
such up-to-date devices as double 
roles and such last minute happen- 
ings as the recent world war, it re- 
tains sufficient vitality to intrigue 
us.

EDWARD HORTON DELIGHTFUL 
IN FARCE COMEDY.

The only thing that will interfere 
with a run of several 
“Never Say Die,” t farce-comedy 
in three acts by H. Post and 
William Collier, at the Majestic The- 
ater this week, is the high cost of 
living, and perhaps the management 


: of the theater can survive the ex- 


pense of the eggs and lobster which 
are consumed. No ordinary mortal 
could at the present scale of prices. 
Meals are served in two acts, and 
the first one is spent in talking 
about dietary matters. 

Anybody who has been trying to 
reduce or to keep alive by following 
a physicain’s mandates in regard to 
eating is going to have the time of 
their life at “Never Say Die.”

Horton possesses a certain wn- 
usuale legance of manner and ease 
that leaves you in doubt, at times 
as to whether he is actually play- 
ing his role or merely improvising 
the business as he goes along.
